AMERICAN EDUCATION SOCIETY. 

Mr. Editor,—You had the goodness to publish 
last week, from the Journal of the American Edu- 
cation Society, the vote of the Directors at their 
last meeting, stating that they were unable to make 
an appropriation to their beneficiaries this quarter 
The following are extracts from the first re sponse 
to that announcement received atthe Rooms of the 
Society tis from a Professor in one of the Theo- 
logical Seminaries of New England. I send it, if 
you think proper, for publication in your columns, 
that your readers may the better understand the 
practical bearings of this whole subject. 


So. Ripper. 


« April 20, 1542 

Rev. and Dear Sir,—I received your letter this 
morning, announcing that the usual appropria- 
tions of the American Education Society for the 
present quarter had not been made; and I com- 
municated the result to our Beneticiaries this af- 
ternoon. They 
becoming fortitude and submission, though it was 


easy to see that they were greatly disappointed, | 
and that their hearts were agerieved and distres- | 
sed. They did not blame you, Sir, or the Board } 
of Directors, who they knew were but the almon- | 
ers of the public bounty ; but they did feel as | 


though the churches, the religious community, had 
disappointed their just and reasonable expecta- 
tions. The yv had been encouraged, years ago, to 
leave their secular employments, and devote them- 


selves toa course of study preparatory to the | 


gospel ministry,—with the assurance that, if pe- 
cuniary assistance were needed, it should be af- 
forded them. On this encouragement they had 
faithfully acted—had complied with the rules pre- 


scribed by their patrons—and done nothing to for- | 


feit the confidence of their brethren. And now to 
be stopped in the midst of their course, and told 
as plainly as actions could speak, “we can do no 


more for you,” they felt was hardly Christian | 


treatment. At least it was a hard case for them. 

To show you how our beneficiaries are situa- 
ted, Lask your attention to the following state- 
ments, which may be relied on as, (without any 
coloring or exaggeration) true. They are now 
just closing a six months’ term of hard study, dur- 


ing which they have had little opportunity of | 


earning any thing for their own benefit. In this 


time, they should have received sixty dollars from | 


the American Education Society, whereas they 
have received only twenty. During the last six 
months, they have been under the necessity of 
providing themselves with fuel, lights, &c., and of 
paying their board. Some of them have been 
sick, in consequence of which, extra expense has 
been incurred. One of them is sick now, with no 
means either of staying here, during the vacation, 
or of getting himself away. Indeed, nearly all of 
them are destitute of the means of returning to 
their friends, unless they shall travel on foot, and 
beg their living on the road, Nor is this the 
worst of it. The most of them have been obliged 
to coutract debts, which they were expecting to 
pay with their April appropriation ; and this being 
cut off, here they are, with no means of paying 
their debts, while not only their credit but their 
character ia liable to suffer, in the eyes of their 
creditors.—I ask you, my dear Sis, if these belov- 
ed young men are not to be pitied? 1 ask if they 
are not entitled to the sy mpathy and assistance of 
the Christian public ? How can they study, or 
rest, or do any thing else, to advantage, while la- 
boring under burthens and anxieties such as 
these ?

How’ 
ever, the deep concern which he felt for the sick 
man displayed itself in all that he said and did; 
and he did not leave him until he was earnestly 
invited to repeat his visit. ‘Twenty-four hours 
had not elapsed before he was again at the bed 
side of the young man. He asked after his health, 
and his voice proclaimed the interest he felt.— 
“Sir,” said the lieutenant, “your kindness over- 
comes me. I am not accustomed to see stran- 
gers take such an interest in my welfare.” “I 
do, indeed, take an interest in your welfare,” re- 
plied the minister, “ and it is an interest far deep- 
er than you suspect; it is an interest founded in 
a knowledge that you have an immortal soul, and 
that it is indanger. God knows that I would sac- 
rifice much to save your body; but, O! what 
would I not give to be the happy instrument of 
Jeading you to Him who can save your soul!” 

The whole frame of the lieutenant seemed to 
be under the influence of great inward excite- 
ment; and it was some minutes before he could 
speak with composure : finally, however, he gath- 
ered strength enough to raise himself in his bed, 
and looking intently on the face of the visitor, he 
exclaimed, * Sir, you are a clergyman!” 

“Tam,” was the unhesitating answer; “and 
you have determined to take the life of any such 
who would dare to speak to you of your soul.— 
Your soul is more precious than my life; and 
even at the risk of never leaving this room alive, I 
have come to urge you to make your peace with 
God. You have determined to take my life. Here 
is your dirk, [he had drawn it from under the 
young man’s pillow, and now placed it his hand,] 
and here is my breast; if my errand merits such 
treatment, strike !” 

The sick man strongly grasped the dagger, for 
a few moments it shook in his hand, and then 
dropped harmlessly on the bed; while the man 
himself, sinking down with weakness and excite- 
ment, cried out, “ Tell me, O, tell me what shal! I 
do to be saved >” He saw at once that he had 
been acting under the influence of self-delusion; 
that he had doubted Christianity, not because it 
wanted evidences for its support, but because his 
heart was proud. He early knew that to be a 
true Chrisuan, it was necessary to be humble; 
and his haughty spirit deliberately rejected a re- 
ligion which would not permit him to be as he 
was. But, now, the intrepid conduct, and earnest 
admonitions of the clergyman, pressed conviction 
on his mind; he became willing to be saved in 
God’s own way, and therefore the greatest obsta- 
cle was overcome: for our heavenly Father is 
always anxious to receive us as His children; and 
that we do not become so, is owing to our unwil- 
lingness to be saved in the manner He has ap- 
pointed, that is, not through our own merits, but by 
those of His only begotten and once crucified Son. 

The minister saw his dying charge often, and 
at every successive visit beheld greater evidence 
of a wounded and contrite spirit—of a heart long- 
ing for reconciliation with a holy God. Many and 
fervent were the prayers which the penitent offer- 
ed up to the Father of mercies; and many and 
glowing were the thanks which the minister pour- 
ed forth as he saw the weary and heavy laden soul 
approaching each day more and more near the 
foot of the cross, to lay his burden there. The 
wished-tor period—the period for which he had 
long been looking—at length arrived; the sick 
man determined, by the aid of God, to give up all 
for Christ; to take no longer his own perverse 
will, but the will of his Saviour for his guide ; and 
resolved to devote, as far as was in his power, his 
few remaining hours only to His glory. The de- 
termination was no sooner taken, than that peace 
which surpasses all human understanding, the 
peace of God himself, was poured into his heart, 
and hie rejoiced in the hope of the forgiveness of 
sins for the sake of Jesus’ blood. 

I will not detain the reader with an account 
of the hopes and fears in which he indulged 
during the remainder of his existence;—I say 
fears, for there were times when a consciousness 
of sin, still clinging to its former vassal, would 
make hin doubt even the mercies of his heavenly 
Parent; but these doubts were of short duration, 
and only made him more determined, in the 
strength of God, to resist temptation, lest, after 
all, Satan should get possession of his soul. 

Let us hasten to the conclusion of his story. 
After lingering for some weeks under his dis- 
ease, contrary to all expectation, he portiaily 
recovered; and with a heart now warmed with 
holy feelings, departed for his distant friends, 
in whose arms he sought to die. The emotions 
which the sick man experienced while parting 
with the faithful minister, he alone might have 
properly described, because he only could have 
felt them. Of course there was in his bosom 
that mingling of gratitude and love, the evi- 
dence of which forms one of the greatest earth- 
ly rewards of him who here labors to bring souls 
to a knowledge of saving truth. In these dispo- 
sitions the young man embarked on board a ves- 
sel; but not many weeks elapsed before informa- 
tion was received of his death at sea, “I have 
good reason to believe,” wrote a clergyman who 
was a fellow passenger, and attended him in his 
last moments, “that he died with a satisfactory 
conviction that God had deigned to hear his pray- 
ers, and in full expectation of a blessed immor- 
tality.” 

Reader, does this young man’s story interest 
you? Your own should more. Like him, be- 
fore his repentance, you may be living in unbe- 
lief. I do not mean to say that you are an avow- 
ed unbeliever in the Word of God. No! you 
may be only secretly opposed to it, and for the 
same reason that the leutenant disliked it, be- 
cause your heart is proud—you are not willing to 
be saved in the way the Almighty has appointed. 
Could you purchase a place in heaven, for all the 
gold you could gather in a life-time, how freely 
would you give it? Did an entrance into that 
blessed place depend upon your performing some 
extraordinary actions, how freely would you do 
them! But now when it is offered only on condi- 
tion of your so subduing your proud heart, as to 
make it subject to the will of God, and so loving 
the Lord Jesus as to surrender yourself to him as 
the purchase of his blood—you seornfully reject 
it Think, O think, what is the extent of your 
practical unbelief, and your awful danger, should 
death overtake you! Remember, | beseech you, 
that few, very few, are so long confined to 
a death bed as the individual whose history 
you have just read; and that though the Lord of 
heaven and earth is ever inviting sinners to return 
to him, that invitation can only be extended to 
you while you live. Fly, then, fellow immortal, to 
Him who alone is able to save your soul, to Jesus, 
who has died for you, that believing in him, you 
may have everlasting life.—NSailor’s Magazine.
